Local clinics’ 
data stolen 
by hackers

With the announcement made last 
week by Community Health Systems 
that hackers recently broke into its 
computer system and stole data on 4.5 
million patients, Parkway Regional 
Hospital’s CEO John Ballard said any 
patient affected locally would receive 
a letter by the end of August, alerting 
them to the issue. 

Parkway Regional Hospital, as well 
as Hill view Clinic in Fulton, and 
clinics in Clinton and Hickman are 
owned by Community Health Systems. 

Ballard said there were no incidents 
of stolen patient data at Parkway 
Regional, and that only clinics were 
affected locally. 

Community Health Systems said 
hackers gained access to patients’ 
names, Social Security numbers, 
physical addresses, birthdays and 
telephone numbers. Reportedly 
anyone who received treatment from 
a network-owed facility in the past 
five years, or was referred there by an 
outside doctor, is affected. 

“This was clearly a well organized 
and well funded operation,” Ballard 
said, adding the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation is conducting 
investigations, with China a probable 
site as to the origin of the hacking 
operation. 

“Of course, the security and 
confidentiality of our patients are our 
utmost priority,” Ballard said, adding 
those with questions may contact him 
at Parkway Regional Hospital. 

Cybersecurity experts say the hackers 
used high-end, sophisticated malware 
to launch the attacks sometime in April 
and June of this year.

income and $295,572 in total 
expenses, with ending balance 
of $49,507.97. 

Crittendon updated the board 
about a recent joint meeting held 
with members present from the 
Fulton Industrial Development 
Authority and the Economic 
Development Partnership, Inc. 

He informed them the 
discussion centered around the 
initiation of support and research 
in regard to the construction of 
a new spec building to be used 
for industrial recruitment. 

An advisory committee was 
formed to look into sources for 
financing such a project, as well 


as specs for the building, with 
the committee, according to 
Crittendon, having already met 
once, and set to report back to 
the two boards in October. 

Greg Pruitt stated by the first 
of next year, it could be that 
Hickman County would be in¬ 
terested in such a project, and 
David Gallagher suggested the 
entities involved in the Fulton 
County-Hickman County EDP 
could share resources and ex¬ 
penses as to preliminary duties 
such as retaining an architect or 
engineer.

HINDRANCES. The hot 
weather with the heat index 
hovering around 105 and pre¬ 
dicted higher reminds me of a 
conversation a few years back 
with a construction worker 
in Tennessee.

Spiritual work may be hin¬ 
dered also.

Local attorney earns 
certifications to help 
in emergencies 


Local attorney Jason Batts 
recently completed in-depth 
training through the Federal 
Emergency Management 

Agency’s (FEMA) Emergency 
Management Institute to 
prepare him to manage and 
assist with disasters. The 
training came about as part of 
his position in the United States 
Army Reserves, where Batts 
is a prosecutor with the 290th 
Military Police Brigade out of 
Nashville. 

As a member of the military, 
Batts could be called upon to 
help with natural disasters or 
other emergencies. That is 
particularly true for military- 
police units, like the one of 
which Batts is a member. “A 
governor or the President 


can call upon the military 
police or other units to assist 
in recovery, rebuilding, or 
security operations,” Batts 
said. Instances like the nation 
witnessed following the 
disasters of Hurricane Katrina or 
the floods our area experienced 
in 2011 could require Batts and 
others to oversee operations 
to rescue those in danger. As 
a military-police unit, the 
mission could also involve a 
law-enforcement role to help 
safeguard the community. 

The training required Batts 
to complete 20 hours of 
classes on subjects ranging 
from military resources and 
support of civilian authorities 
to how to set up a command 
outpost during an emergency. 


This month, Batts will put the 
training to use in an exercise 
where local, state, national, and 
military forces work together in 
a scenario where the more than 
600,000 residents of Nashville 
are at risk. It is training and 
experience that Batts hopes he 
never needs, but will be glad 
to call upon if a situation ever 
arises. “For all of the benefits 
of our region, disaster can 
strike unannounced,” Batts 
noted. “The greatest weapon 
in any emergency is the 
preparedness that comes from 
training—training that could 
help any community overcome 
a difficult situation,” Batts said. 


KSP Post 1 Sergeant 
Named CIT Officer of the Year

Kentucky State Police 
Sergeant Joey Adams was 
recently named Crisis 
Intervention Team (CIT) Officer 
of the Year for Kentucky. The 
award was presently recently 
at the 2014 National Alliance 
on Mental Illness (NAMI) 
conference held in Louisville, 
KY. 

The award was presented 
as result of an incident that 
occurred on November 27, 
2012. On that date, SGT Adams, 
Trooper Pervine, and Trooper 
Wright responded to a residence 
in Carlisle County, KY to assist 
the Carlisle County Sheriff’s 
Department with a suicidal 
subject. When he arrived, there 
was a male subject holding a 
shotgun under his chin, with 
his finger on the trigger. SGT 
Adams utilized his CIT training 
and spoke with the subject in an 
effort to get him to relinquish 
his weapon. After negotiations, 
the subject surrendered his 
weapon and sought psychiatric 
help. 

Per the CIT website, “Crisis 
Intervention Teams or “CIT” 


programs help people with 
mental illness cope and maintain 
recovery. CIT helps sustain more 
effective interactions among 


law enforcement, mental health 
care providers, individuals with 
mental illness, their families 
and communities and reduce 
the stigma of mental illness. 
CIT works to accomplish this 
purpose by raising public 
and stakeholder awareness 
through education and outreach, 
complying with recommended 
standards for developing, 
implementing and sustaining 
crisis intervention team 
programs, and by providing 
assistance to communities 
interested in developing CIT 
programs. The Kentucky CIT 
program maintains contact 
with local law enforcement, 
mental health professionals and 
advocates by establishing and 
remaining an active partner 
in the local community on the 
CIT Advisory Committee. The 
Kentucky CIT program began 
in 2001 in Louisville. Since that 
time, there have been over 1,550 
law enforcement officers trained 
in the CIT model of verbal de- 
escalation, active listening skills 
and non-lethal weapons use. 
This program has decreased the 
number of injuries to officers 
and consumers and increased 
the number of consumers 
receiving the treatment they 
need for their mental illness.” 

SGT Adam serves as 
the current chairperson for 
the Purchase Region CIT 
Committee and a certified CIT 
instructor. SGT Adams is a 16- 
year veteran of the KSP and is 
assigned to Post 1 Mayfield.

Lady Falcons recover 
with trio of wins

The Hickman County High 
School volleyball team entered 
this week of play with an 
underwhelming 0-2 record; 
but, by the time the second 
week of the regular season 
closed, the Lady Falcons 
found themselves steadfastly 
grasping a winning 3-2 
record. The Lady Falcons 
pulled off huge, sweeping 
victories over ITnion City, St. 
Mary, and Carlisle County, 
taking all three teams three 
sets to none. 

Hickman County began its 
week with a match against the 
Lady Tornadoes of Union City 
Aug. 25, though the game was 
perhaps unworthy of being 
labeled a competition. 

In the first set, the Lady 
Falcons sent but four players 
to the back to serve before 
collecting 25 points, while at 
the same time limiting Union 
City to a mere four points. 
Hickman County’s serving 
was close to flawless in this 
set—and in the two remaining 
sets—and the Lady Falcons 
moved with relative ease 
around the court, covering 
all gaps and greatly limiting 
errors. 

Courtney Collier (#17) 
served up nine points in the 
first set, and Kaylee Webb 
(#25) dominated the net and 
provided a number of crucial 
kills off assists from Kinsey 
Lock (#13). 

The second and third sets 
came and went just as easily 
as the first, with the Lady 
Falcons limiting the Lady 
Tornadoes to 10 points in the 
second set, and eight points in 
the third. 

The win against LTiion City 
marked Hickman County’s 
first win of the season after 
losing its first two matches 
to powerhouses Marshall 
County and Calloway County, 
and the momentum created 
in the match sustained itself 
throughout the rest of the 
week as the team went on to 
host St. Mary and Carlisle 
County. 

Though more of a 
competition than the Union 
City contest, the matches 
against St. Mary and, more 
importantly, Carlisle County, 
showed why the Lady Falcons 
are expected to be the top 
team in the district this season. 

Against St. Mary, the Lady 
Falcons never allowed more 
than 15 points to be earned 
by the regional opponent in a 
given set, though the 25-15 
set did not occur until Coach 


Lacewell began substituting 
in junior varsity players to 
relieve his starting roster. 

When the team hosted 
the Lady Comets two days 
later, fans saw a glimpse of 
the district play to come in 
the regular season and in the 
district tournament. 

Hickman County began the 
match flawlessly, as they did 
against LInion City and St. 
Mary, limiting Carlisle to a 
mere 11 points in the first set. 
Though Carlisle did bounce 
back for the second and 
third sets, their efforts were 
not enough to stop the Lady 
Falcons. 

Hickman County controlled 


the game for the vast majority 
of the match through great 
communication, spot-on 

passes, and limited errors. The 
second and third sets ended in 
Hickman County’s favor, thus 
giving the Lady Falcons their 
first district win of the season. 

The HCHS volleyball team 
is scheduled to continue its 
season with home matches 
against Graves County, 
Mayfield, and Fulton City 
Sep. 2, 4, and 8 respectively. 
The Graves County match will 
begin at 5 with a freshman 
game, while the other two 
matches will begin at the 
regular 6:00 time.
